In the tenth census report, Professor 


Charles S. Sargent, one ot the special 
agents ot that department of the interior, 
Rives some interesting and encouraging 
figures on the tbe forests ot 
Mirth 


America. 
It is bia opinion that the for- 


ests ot the United States, notwithstand- 
ing tbo great and inersaainf; drains upon 
thtm.are'oapable of yieldinpt annually, 
for many years longer, a larger amount 
of material than bas jtt been drawn 
from them, even "ilb our present rook- 
less methods of 
forest mauagemotit. 


Ths creat northwest jnnerita are nut yet 
exhausted, aud, with tbe newly iutro- 
t)aosu methods by winch logs ouoe PUP- 
poeed inaccessible aw now "/roLitably 
brought to the mills, tlu-y mny be c-x- 
peated to increase tin- volume of their 
ai:uual product for n few years loufjerm 
response to tbo prowinfj dem&uufl of tbe 
Kreat agricultural population which is 
fast covering the treeless mid-contmen- 
t.l plateau. 


Tuo substance of Professor bwgont's 


report, which must bo tnken es tho beat 
authority nt hand on tbo timber question 
of tbis country, is tho following: The 
urea of ibe pine fores-t, however, remain- 
ing in Ibo great pine.produciuc etutea of 
Michigan, \Vi-eonsiu and Minnesota is 
umigerougly small ia proportion to the 
c nintry's consumption of while pine 
Icmber, and tho eutii'O exhaustion of these 
foroataia B comparatively short time is 
coittHu.

Kion btill contains immense quantities of 
timber unequaled (or all purposes of 
construction, although unsmted to tnko 
the plawof tho white piuo o! tho north. 
Tho southern pia i 
forest, although 


stripped from the bunks of streams Uow- 
lug into tho Atlantic, uro preeiioaUy un- 
ouohed in the Gulf titatvf, etipeoittllj in 
host) bordering tb» Mississippi river. 
Trust; foroita contain suflijieiit material 
to supply all powibla demands that oun 
bo made upou them for u long time.

embracing southwestern Virginia, \Vest 
Virginiti, -western Nortb and South Car- 
olina and east Kentucky aud Tennes- 
see. Here oak unequaled 
in quality 


abounds, walnut is still not rare, al- 
though not tound in any very large con- 
tinuous bodies, and .tsaerry, poplar, and 
other woods of commercial importance 
are common, Tto second great body of 
hardwood, largely oak, is found west .of 
the Mississippi river, extsuding from 
central Missouri to western Louisiana. 


The forests of Michigan, especially 


those of the northern peninsula, still 
abound in considerable bodies ot hard- 
wood, principally maple. Throughout 
the remainder of the Atlantic region the 
hardwood forest?, although often cover- 
ing considerable areas, have everywhere 
lost their best timber, and are either en- 
tirely insufficient to supply the local de- 
mand of the present population, or must 
soon become so. 


In the PaoiQc region, the great forests 


of fir which extend along tho coast re- 
gion of Washington territory and. Ore- 
gon 
are 
still 
practically 
intact. 


The redwood forest of the ooast, 
how- 


ever, ones, all things considered, the 
Jno&t important and valuable body of 
timber in the United States, has already
